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The battle for control of ASMPC

A large voter turnout 1s ex- 
pected this week at the polls. 
Many of the candidates have 
serious ideas for directions the 
ASMPC government can take 
in the near future. 

More money is becoming avail- 
able to ASMPC. There are, 
however, more activities and 
Organizations asking for their 
pieces of the pie. 

The state has increased MPC’s 
budget by $660,000 this year. 
In the past, many programs 
which were initiated or aided 
by ASMPC money have been 
picked up by the district. 

The Child Care Center, tu- 
torial program and the job 
placement office were started 
in this manner. 

One of the most important pur- 
poses of student government is 
to experiment with new prog- 
rams that can be transferred 
to the district. 


Some candidates wish to keep 

the cost to the student at a 
bare minimum, while others 
want to provide more benefits 
to the community than before. 
This issue has been the basis 
for splitting the present stu- 
dent government into two par- 
ties. 

Kathleen Fernandez, the pre- 
sent ASMPC president, wishes 
to keep student fees to a bare 
minimum. By doing this, she 
has kept the budget down. 

Marty Omoto, now the chief 
justice, would like to see more 
benefits offered by having fund- 
raising activities. To put on 
the activities would require an 
initial outlay. There is the 
conflict. 

The other major differences 
in the two parties rest in their 
attitudes toward athletics and 
sports. Omoto is on the track 
team and advocates a middle 
approach toward sponsoring ath-

Candidates offer ‘clear 


thinking’ in months ahead

Promising a return to ‘clear 
thinking in student government” 
the campaign slate headed by 
Todd Bliss for president pre- 
dicts a solid victory in the up- 
coming student body elections. 

Making this prediction, Bliss 
emphasized, ‘‘We have the cur- 
rent president of the council, 
Kathy Fernandez, running for 
vice-president on our ticket this 
year.’’ Tne curly-haired Bliss, 
a Biology major, was also on 
last year’s council. 

Recalling the accomplishments 
of last year’s council, Bliss 
claims, ‘‘The progress wemade 
last year whould Spell our vic- 
tory in this elections. As you 
know, we reduced the student 
body fee and the Student Cen- 
ter use fee.’’ 


On the ticket with Blissas pres- 
ident and Fernandez for vice- 
president are Roy Stouffer, Pat- 
rick Hall, Lori Hughes, Cathy 
James, Audrey Llanos and Mari- 
beth Rocero.

Other members of the Bliss 
ballot also say they have ideas.

Business major, plans to drive 
through a study of the parking 
problems on campus. ‘‘Some 
days you just can’tfindaplace,’’ 
he says. A solution to student 
recreation problem was offered 
by Patrick Hall, who is running 
for a Council position, His plan 
calls for integration of business 
with pleasure through a co-op 
plan with the Business Science 
section, using their computer in 
a Student dating service. With 
data supplied by students, the 
computer would searcn out the 
most advantageous matches. 
Cathy James, a _ Photogra- 
phy major who graduated from 
Monterey High School in 1970 


wants a council-sponsored re- 
cycling center. ‘This area real- 
ly needs one,’’ says the 20- 
year-old blonde. Lunchtime 
oodgies designed to bring stu- 
lents face-to-face is a need Au- 

rey Llanos wants the council to 

ork on, MariBeth Rocero also 
ses this as a valid area ofcon- 
cern, 

‘¢An important distinction of 
our group,’’ Says Bliss, ‘‘is that 
we are deeply concerned about 
changing what’s needed at MPC. 
Too often student elections be- 
come a social-climbing peopu- 
larity contest.’’ Bliss, howev- 
er, has a history of involvement 
in community affairs. He is 
currently working ona local pro- 
gram in the Tarpey Flats area 
to put a lid on Monterey’s spi- 
raling population growth. In 
1971, he was chairman of the 
Earth Day committee. As an 
Organizer, he was on the com- 
mittee to return the Monterey 
Pop festival. Scholastically, last 
semester he maintained a 4.0 
grade point average. 

Bliss said he plans to lead the 
council in securing a student 
voice in spending an additional] 
$660,000 the school was re- 
cently granted. ‘‘Offhand, I think 
a good place to spend the first 
couple hundred is on the doors 
of the Student Center. There’s 
a lot of handicapped people who 
would profit from this change,’’ 
asserts Bliss. 

‘‘The most important aspect 
of our campaign for student gov- 
ernment are the students them- 
selves,’’ remarked Bliss. That 
is why we chose the slogan 
‘clear thinking in student 
government,’’ he said. As part 
of their publicity campaign, 
Bliss ticket members will be 
handing out cards with a plas- 
tic bag filled with water sta- 
pled to it. ‘‘A friend who works 
at a post card factory had some 
damaged ones he gave us that 
we’re converting to a classic 
publicity tool,’’ saidBliss. ‘‘The 
peg of the plastic bag filled with 
water is ‘‘clear thinking in stu- 
dent government.”’

Are the candidates for council 
Really qualified to be there? 


The first piece of business that should be con- 
sidered for re-evaluation by the student coun- 
cil after elections is the election code itself. 

The election code established guidelines under 
which it (student council) conducts business, but 
more important, it also sets up the qualifications 
for candidates to elective office. The code is 
administered by the Justice Department. 

There are two discrepancies in the code that 
could in time render the council inept, or worse, 
cause the council to become completely unre- 
presentative of the student body. 

Article IV of the election code states that in 
order to be a candidate for student council, you 


must have a petition sighned by students carry- 


ing one-half unit or more at MPC. Nowhere 
in the ASMPC Constitution or the election code 
does it state that a student should have one- 
half unit to become a candidate. In fact, it does 
not have any unit requirement. 

The assumption onthe part of the Justice Depart- 
ment that both voters and candidates need one- 
half unit to participate is a dangerous one. 

Let us examine the unit requirement first. 
It is ridiculous to think that a representative 
of the Student Council, even the President of 
that body, need only carry one-half unit of study 
to be considered representative of the student 
body and have the interest of that body first 
in his responsibilities. If a student is taking one 
P.E. course and majoring in Student Center, he 
could care less what the rest of the students 
feel, because he hasn’t got a hand on the pulse 


of those student needs. It is a travesty to 
believe the student body would accept such a per- 
son to lead them and to take part in the hand- 
ling of their funds, which incidentally, for the 
1973-74 semester is $10,000. 

We believe at least six units of study should 
be required for candidacy to Student Council of- 
fice, 

The other discrepency in the electioncode is the 
petition requirement for candidates. At this time, 
the prospective candidate needs only ten (yes, ten) 
Signatures and approval of the commission to ru 
for office. That is only .36, or one-third of 
One per cent of the entire day enrollment at 
MPC. A Sudent can get ten signatures atone 
table at the student union at any give lunch 
hour. This is representation? It seems in- 
credibie for only ten signatures to be required. 
A more realistic number would be somewhere near 
20, or two percent of the day enrollment. 

The would-be candidate has no business trying 
to represent us unless he can get at least 50 
people to sign his petition. 

Realizing that council in the past has had dif- 
ficulty in turning out the voters, (less than ten 
per cent of the students voted in the last elec- 
tion), it should also be understood that the stu- 
dent body deserves and demands the best leader- 
Ship possible and in order to do that these qual- 
ifications for office must be given a good hard 
look. The student body has the right to demand 
the best, it is their responsibility. If they do 
not demand it, then they deserve what they get. 


Glen Morris 


Glen Morris has completed his 
major at MPC and is staying an 
extra year to get practical ex- 
erience in his major by parti- 
cipating in student activities and 
to broaden his education.

With an increase in the num- 
ber of students by 21 percent 
over last year, parking, aS any- 
one who drives is aware of, 
is at a greater premium than 
ever on the MPC campus. 

To help alleviate the problem, 
Dr. Phil Nash, associate dean 
of instruction, instituted at the 
beginning of the semester, 
‘“‘Transpo-x-change,’’ a pro- 
gram designed to make car pools 
more easily available to riders 
and drivers alike. 

Since that time it has been 
moved to the Student Center from 
the Student Personnel building 
so that it is more accessable 
to a larger number of students. 

Nash picked up the idea while 
in Washington, D, C. last win- 
ter, where he saw similar sys- 
tems being used in several fed- 
eral offices. 

The way it is organized at MPC 
is that a map of the Peninsu- 
la area has been divided up in- 
to 25 sections, ranging from Big 
Sur to Marina. Students fill 
out either a ‘‘Have acar’’ ora 
‘‘Need a ride’’ card, place it 
in the appropriately numbered 
slot, and work things out from 
there.

Nash said it was 
obvious the ‘‘transpo-x-change’’ 
was being used, but by how many 
and how successfully were ques - 
tions he couldn’t answer. 

Asked whether he thought any 
of the school staff were using the 
system, he said he really didn’t 
think so, although he had no way 
of knowing for sure. 

As for any future changes, Nash 
was uncertain. He said he would 
like to see ‘‘privilage parking’”’ 
for car pool members, but a lot 
was needed that could be re- 
served for only those drivers. 

What happens next depends on 
how much of a suceess or fail- 
ure ‘‘transpo-x-change’’ is. 
Nash encouraged riders and dri- 
vers to respond and lethim know 
in some way if they had made a 
‘‘connection.’’ Nash expressed 
the hope that a evaluation sys- 
tem would be built into the 
‘‘transpo-x-change”’ program in 
the near future. 

Until then, it’s anyone’s guess 
as to how things are working.

It was Bruce Hubbard who in 
1950 began to assemble MPC’s 
jazz ensemple, a group of hard- 
working musicians with one in- 
tent in mind: to become better. 

Top artist Jerry Coker in 1962 
became the director after Hub- 
bard, but Coker paid so much 
attention to the jazz part and 
so little to the rest that he 
was soon released. 

And after Coker left, it was 
Hank Smith who took the reins, 
Smith is now Creative Arts Di- 
vision Chairmanand still directs 
the concert band. 

Another rather well known mu- 
sician took over the jazz ensem- 
ble after Smith left, that being 
Dan Haerle. Coming from North 
Texas State University wherehe 
took care of eight jazz ensem- 
bles, Haerle (pronounced Hur’- 
ly) was in charge here until June 
of 1971 when he left to go to the 
University of Miami. 

Before Haerle left, though, he 
called a friend and asked him 
if he would like to interview for 
the position. His friend happened 
to be coming towards Monterey 
so he stopped by, was in- 
terviewed, and Don Schamber is 
now director of the jazz ensem- 
ble. 

But who is Don Schamber and 
what does the jazz ensemble do? 
Well, there aren’t any short 
answers. To answer the first 
part of the question, DonScham- 
ber is...well, he’s...you might 
say he’s composer-arranger- 
director-teacher. 

Schamber was born in Carlyle, 
Indiana. While in grade school,

he began to take classical pi- 
ano, Then, much later, he 
joined the Marine Corps after 
running to various places on the 
globe with his Army family. 

Two years later he returned 
to school at the College of San 
Mateo, then San Jose State Univ- 
ersity where he received his 
bachelor’s and master’s de- 
grees in music. 

While at San Jose State, Scham - 
ber organized for two years 
their annual jazz festival. 

Then it was to work for the 
San Jose Unified School District 
after which he went to Douglas, 
Arizona, and finally he arrived 
at MPC, 

As an artist, Schamber plays 
the piano and trombone, as well 
as arranging and composing mu- 
sic professionally and occa 
sionally for the jazz ensemble. 
His charts, as music pieces are 
called, are played nationwide in 
high schools and colleges, 
Schamber has played the piano 
professionally for between 10- 
15 years. 

And what of the jazz ensemble? 
To begin with, it meets daily. 
Students can earn two units per 
semester credit up to a max- 
mum of eight. Schamber said 
that the ‘‘emphasis of the group 
is the reading and performing 
fo contemporary jazz music.”’ 

During the school year the jazz 
ensemble also brings in big- 
name guest artists for clinics 
and performances. Thereare 
usually two or three performan- 
ces per year given by the jazz 
ensemble. One of these is a 
concert planned this vear for

would be it for the semester, 
Schamber said, other than 
‘maybe a noontime appearence 
in the Student Center.” 

During the spring semester the 
ensemble gives a traditional A- 
pril concert again featuring a 
name artist. The pasttwo years 
the April concert has been so 
successfull that a second has 
been held during May. 

Also during the spring semes- 
ter the group will take a five 
day trip. In the past this has 
usually been to the Reno Jazz 
Festival, although one year they 
traveled to the Orange Coast 
Jazz Festival in Costa Mesa. 

There are about 25 members 
in the jazz ensemble, a few 
of whom travel each afternoon 
to the college from local high 
schools. This strikes a chord, 
if you’ll pardon the pun, with- 
in Schamber: ‘‘We never have 
enough college students who are 
interested in playing...] know 
that there are musicians oncam-

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pus, they just don’t come in.”’ 

Schamber feels that this inpart 
is due to the outside student’s 
feeling that the ensemble is ‘‘too 
professional.’’ Not so, Says 
Schamber. ‘‘We Strive for pro- 
fessional standards, but we are 
not a professional organiza- 
tion.’’ 

Some of the jazz ensemble 
members work professionally 
in groups of their own, and at 
concerts a few sometimes per- 
form together as a quartet or 
the like during the program. 

“We were really a communi- 
ty band last year,’’ Schamber 
commented. Then, a 66 year 
old retired master sergeant 
named Theron Meadows was 
playing trumpet for the jazz en- 
semble. 

So this is what the jazz ensem- 
ble is all about. Almost. The 
biggest portion of it, the stu- 
dents, we have left out for now. 
But people are always interest- 
ing. Another time, another issue 
perhaps, we can show you who 
they are.
